Annual  Report  for  1926. 


HilE  Committee  beg  to  present  their  41st  Annual  Report  which 
*  covers  the  fifth  year  of  the  new  hospital. 

146  in-patients  were  admitted  during  the  year,  81  male  and  65 
female.  Of  these  57  were  surgical,  34  medical  and  55  accident  cases. 

The  results,  including  the  13  cases  in  the  hospital  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  were  as  follows  :  —

The  average  time  spent  in  hospital  by  in-patients  was  22^-  days  and 
the  average  number  of  beds  occupied  was  9.78.  The  latter  figure  is 
slightly  less  than  last  year,  the  reason  being  that  the  additions  and 
alterations  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  were  in  progress  and  the 
accommodation  was  necessarily  restricted  for  some  time.  Considering 
the  interruption  and  inconvenience  which  are  inevitably  caused  by 
building  operations  the  Committee  feel  that  great  credit  is  due  to  the 
Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  having  carried  on  so  successfully  under 
considerable  difficulties  and  they  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
them  for  their  devoted  and  untiring  work.  They  also  thank  the  Honorary 
Medical  Officers  of  the  hospital  for  their  invaluable  services. 

The  additions  and  alterations  are  now  completed  and  have  greatly 
increased  the  usefulness  and  convenience  of  the  hospital.  Two  more 
small  wards  have  been  provided,  the  accommodation  for  the  Nursing 
Staff  has  been  increased,  the  X-ray  apparatus  has  been  improved  and 
moved  into  a  larger  room,  and  a  shadowless  lamp  and  a  sterilizer  have 
been  placed  in  the  operating  room  and  an  electric  refrigerator  has  been 
installed.  The  Committee  wish  to  express  their  thanks  to  their  President 
not  only  for  bearing  the  cost  of  all  these  improvements  but  also  for 
the  personal  attention  which  he  and  Mrs.  Courtauld  have  continuously 
given  to  all  the  needs  of  the  hospital. 

The  Annual  Hospital  Sale  was  organised  by  Mrs.  Robson  assisted 
by  Mrs.  Ludgater  and  realised  £70.  The  committee  express  their  thanks 
to  these  ladies,  also  to  those  who  have  collected  the  annual  subscriptions, 
to  Mr.  (lilies  for  looking  after  the  hospital  garden,  to  the  Committee  of 
the  Institute  for  the  use  of  their  committee  room,  to  Mrs.  Low’e  for  a 
donation  of  £10  for  the  purchase  of  surgical  instruments,  and  to  the 
other  donors  whose  names  are  given  in  the  list  appended  to  this  report.
